CORRECT CHOICE 
AND BLENDING IN

WHIFF of rouge for each 

cheek and on the tip of the 
ear will brighten the dull-looking 
skin, and will give a1 expression 
of freshness and courage to the 
face that is tired. Skillfully ap- 
plied color brightens the eyes, 
lifts the spirit. and thrills those 
who look at you.

With His Pictures of Kansas 


Ae art of painting—is 

rare enough in America, but 
to huve it come from Kansas 
makes it rarer still. Yet John 
Steuart Curry of Kansas has 
won himself a place at the top 
during the last six years and his 
pictures of Kansas are setting 
New York art connoiseurs on 
their collective ears. The Metro- 
politan Museum ot Art thas 
bought his pictures, and so have 
the Whitney Gallery, the Gallery 
ot Modern Ait, and inany others. 
His three most popular works to 
aqate have been ‘“Roadmenders’ 
Camp,” “Tank Baptism,” and 
“Kansas Tornado.” 

His paintings reflect ‘the tenor 
of American life on the plains, 
and in doing so also indicate 
Curry’s own nature. He is busky, 
senial, still young, still retaining 
some of the heartipess of a poy 
who was brought up on a farm. 
AS a boy his arithmetic teacher 
posed wa question about hcw 
many hens were lett after 
etc. John’s slate became covered 
with pictures of hens that wsre 
so good the teacher actuatiy 
gave hitn a mark on the ari(h- 
metic problem. Then he decided 
he was an artist. ;

reached Kansas City, where he 
enrolled with the ¥.M.C. A. and 
the Art Institute. He was som: - 
thing of a laughing stock at the 
institute, so he made a tre: .

F XOU live where fish, is plen- 
tiful why not serve # often? 


Fish is just as noutishing and T 


appetizing as meat, for any meal 
or any’ day. In addition. fish is 
less expensive than meéat and 
the fats and proteins (about the 
amount per peund= as 
meat) are easily digestible so 
that children may have gener- 
ous servings 

Fish is also rich in minerals 
such as sulphur, phosphorous, 
chlorine, iodine and iron. Plenty 


of fisb in the diet safeguards the 
body against minera! deficien- 
cies. When buying fish. buy the 
kind that is most p' itiful and 
less expensive at the time. Many 
varieties are available in fresh 
or frozen form the year around 

Unwrap the fish as soon as you 
fet it home from the market: 
wash it quickly in cold saited 
water and wipe dry. Do'not al- 
low it to lie in the water for an 
instan! as il abs«rbs th> wate. 
rapidly and its fine Haver is tm- 
Paired, Sprinkle the fish with 
salt and a little pepper. wrap in 
waxed paver and pul in’ the re- 
frigerator until you are ready to 
coek it. There are’ many wars 
of cooking. fish, of altering. its 
appearance and flavor with 
sauces ygnd veeetable combina - 
tions ald of utilizing the tett- 
over fish in interesting breakta 
and luncheon dishes.

Or if you have elec- 
tric wall lights in your dining 
room, these may be turned on for 
additional light. Sidelights are
